‘SENSATIONAL EPISODE. 


Lawyer Hedges Held on a Rather 
Serious Charge. 

A sensational incident in connection 
with the Collins rape case at Santa 
Monica, which has been kept quiet for 
the past ten days, came to the surface 
yesterday, when James Hedges, a law- 
yer of this city, was turned over to the 
Sheriff by his bondsmen, and after- 
wards attempted to get out on a writ 
of habeas corpus before Judge Shaw,

Smith as sureties, was filed, and 
Hedges was again released from cus- 
tody. The affair was a complete sur- 
prise, as it was not known that Hedges 
had ever been arrested, and the first 
known of it here was when the bonds- 
men turned him over to the Sheriff.“ 
The facts, as learned last evening, 
place Hedges in a very bad light. e 
was first arrested at Santa Monica 
81 ten days ago, where it is charged 
that he attempted to get Mrs. Collins 
out of the country, so that she could 
not testify against her husband at his 
approaching trial. Hedges is said to 
have offered Mrs. Collins railroad 
tickets for herself and children to the 
home of her relatives in Connecticut, 
togethér with a money con sideration, 
if she would leave at oncé, and not 
appear atthe trial.

Yesterday, however, Hedges thought 
it would be a good plan to get his 
bondsmen released, when he woul 
make the effort to get out on a writ of 
habeas corpus. With this object in 
view he came to the Sheriff’s office 
yesterday morning with his bondsmen, 
and was formally transferred to the 
custody of the Sheriff. He was then 
handed over to a deputy, who re- 
mained with him all day, and between 
5 and 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
he putin an appearance in Department 
No.6 of the Superior Court,when Judge 
Shaw was sitting for Judge McKinley. 
He was accompanied by his attorney, 
Mr. Bleeker, who made application for 
his release on a writ of habeas 8

IRRIGATION IN SOUTHERN CALI- 
FORNIA.

Cunningham of Oceanside’ read a 
paper on irrigation in Southern Cali- 
fornia, in the course of which he made 
the following pertinent remarks: 


“The difficulty is to make eastern people 
understand what irrigation means. It 
means control of the water, which in a land 
where things grow all winter, means from 
four to six times the results obtainable in 
pen J country that has a growing season of 
only five months and a rainfall that in five 
—.— out ot ten is either a feast or a famine, 

tern people look with pitying contempt 
on ‘a land where they have to irrigate,’ 
But good irrigation would double the yield. 
tor any average period of ten years, in any 
Eastern State; would quadruple it if it had 
the Southern California climate, and in 
many cases would increase the yield ten- 
fold. Much of the East will use irrigation 
within the coming century, and the sooner 
they study it and cease to pity countries 
where they have to irrigate, the sooner they 
will be ahead. Land supplies with water 
sells readily at from four to ten times the 
price of the same land without it, and it is 
weil worth the difference almost anywhere 
in a country having winters warm enoug 
for good vegetable growth.“ 


Mr. Cunningham believes that irri- 
gation works on any extensive scale 
must be built by the Government, or, 
if by private enterprise, then by sub- 
sidy of land or money nearly or quite 
sufficient to build the entire works, as 
any attempt to rely upon the annual 
rental of the water per acre would be 
a disastrous failure. The works must 
be paid for out of the enhanced value 
of the land, which is in a few years in- 
creased in selling value from ten to 
fifty times by irrigation. The original 
owner, whether a private person or 
the Government, can give one-half or 
even two-thirds of it for water deliv- 
ered upon the rest, and still make a 
vast profit upon the operation. 

The Government could certainly not 
engage in any more beneficent work 
than the assistance of private enter- 
prise in irrigating such vast tracts as 
the Mohave and Colorado deserts, 

which need only water to transform 
them into productive homes for thou- 
sands of families.

New Hampshire's Ratification of 


the Constitution—The Battle of 
Vittoria — Heinrich Hudson 
John Skelton, Poet. if 


New Hampshire followed the exam- 


ple of Massachusetts in ratifying the 
Federal Constitution, and in proposing 
the same amendments as had been 
presented by the latter State, on the Be 
Ast of June, 1788. The New Hamp- 
shire Convention had first assembled 
in the latter part of the previous Janu- 
ary, but the prospects for the ratifica- 
tion of the instrument were so gloomy - 
that the friends of the Constitution, 
rather than incur a probable defeat, 
carried an adjournment until June, 
when it was hoped the outlook would 
be more favorable, New Hampshire 
was the ninth State to ratify it, and 
thus made up the number specified 
in the Constitution as necessary to 
make it binding upon the States, and 
* secure the establishment of the 


ederal Government in accordance 


with these provisions. 


THE BATTLE OF VITTORIA. 
In May, 1813, the Duke of Welling- 


ton marched his army into Spain in 
two columns, and encountered the 
French army at Vittoria on the 2ist ot 
June. The battle resulted in a com- 
plete victory for the English, the 
French losing 151 pieces of cannon and 
all their ammunition. The private 
carriage of King Joseph, together with 
his letters, etc., fell into the hands of 
the victors, In exchange for the baton 
of Marshal Jourdan, which was found 
on the field, the Prince Regent for- 
warded to Wellington the baton ef the 
Field Marshal ot Englaud. By this 
splendid victory, the French were 
driven out of Spain and Wellington 
prepared for an invasion of France. 


‘ceeded by way of Greenland and Spitz- 
bergen, and he was the first navigator 
to encounter the ice barrier since so 
familiar to Arctic explorers. The next 
year Hudson endeavored to reach China 
by sailing north of Siberia. but this 
attempt was also A failure. In 1609 he 
Sailed to America with two vessels, 
conceiving the idea of crossing America 
by way of the great lakes, 
had heard. In this endeavor, he dis- 
covered the Hudson River, but, finding 
his progress inland stopped, he sailed
